Must Be Given 
Opportunity to 
Be Prosperous 
WASHINGTON (5>)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower called to- 
day for a "many sided at- 
tack" on the problems of low 
income farmers. 


"We must open wider the 


doors of opportunity to our 
million and a half farm fami- 
lies with extremely low in- 
comes—for their own well 
being and for the good of our 
country and all our people," 
he said in a special message 
to congress. 


The message transmitted recom- 


mendations by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson which the president 
said had his "general approval." 
It urged, among other things, 30 
million dollars of lending" authority 
and strengthening of off-farm em- 
ployment opportunities for farmers 
barely able to make ends meet. 


Based on Study 


Benson's proposals were based 


on a study requested by the presi- 
dent more than a year ago. The 
president also sent congress a re- 
port on this study, saying it em- 
phasizes the long-range nature of 
the problem and that it would 
serve to stimulate continuing study 
and action.

Barrett said the samples tested 


one-tenth pound of U-238 to 1,000 
pounds of shale. The present AEC 
standard for exploitation is two 
pounds of U-238 to 1,000 pounds of 
ehale, he said. 


Barrett was dispatched to the

Bay Village was convicted of, sec 
ond degree murder and sentence 
to life imprisonment for-the July

Blythin" the affidavits show two 
blood stains were removed from a 
wardrobe door in Mrs. Sheppard's 
bedroom by Dr. Virgil Haws, path- 
ologist at Bay View Hospital, 
where the defendant practiced. 


They were sent to Dr. Kirk for 


analysis and one of tkem proved 
to be "of extreme importance," 
said Corrigan.

Red Chinese Premier Cbou En-lai's offer to negotiate 


with the United States over tensions in.the Formosa area 
had about it something of the spirit of fabled old-time wild 
west justice:

"Let's give 'em a fair trial and hang em. 
As pieced together from his two separate statements on 


this matter, Chou's viewpoint toward Formosan discus- 
sions could be summarized thus: 


Red China doesn't want war with the United States, it 


would like to talk to U. S. officials about relaxing tensions 
in the Far East and specifically in the Formosa area but 
it has no intention of abandoning its plan of "liberating that 
island from Chinese Nationalist control. 
As one correspondent at the Bandung conference put it, 


Chou by adding this tough proviso managed very quickly 
to sheet down his own peace pigeon. 
There appears to be a question hi the minds of experts 


on the Far Eastern scene as to why Chou did it.

The most charitable view is that he made his original 


offer to negotiate, in genuine good faith, and threw in the 
proviso only after the United States responded by setting 
up a series of stiff conditions of its own—including insistence 
on Nationalist China's representatives at the bargaining 


The other view is that a close inspection of Chou's first 


remarks shows that he never said a thing about negotiating 
the future status of Formosa. He simply said he was willing 
to talk about reducing tension in the area, which could mean 
—for him—withdrawal of U. S. naval forces protecting the 
Island and threatening defense of Quemoy and Matsu. 


By this view, there was nothing inconsistent when Chou 


later added that Red China would not yield its plan to grab 
Formosa.

If this is the unshakable determination of Chou and his 


government, then clearly there is nothing at all to negotiate. 


This country has talked earnestly of prospects for a 


cease-fire in the Formosa Straits. Yet all our tentative 
hopes have been based on the idea that if we made some 
concessions toward the peaceful evacuation of Quemoy and 
Matsu, Red China would in turn agree to give up use of force 
in pressing its claims for Formosa itself. 


Secretary of State Dulles has made it thoroughly plain 


we are not asking the Reds to yield their legal claims to the 
island. 
If it is merely these that Chou wants to preserve at this 


time, if his notion of "easing tensions" really does embrace 
a willingness to put force aside, then he can readily demon- 
strate the fact by bringing negotiations a step closerto 
realization.

If he does not so act, then the free world, including a 


fair number of the neutralists he seeks to lure, may conclude 
that Chou's offer was phony from the start, and was made 
only in response to pressures for a settlement which devel- 
oped at the Afro-Asian conference.

PURPURA IS complicated at 


best. It may develop ftom any 
one of, a large number of infec- 
tions such-as pneumonia, menin- 
gitis or measles It may be pres- 
ent in certain vitamin deficiency 
diseases such as scurvy or it not 
infrequently follows administration 
of drugs to those who are sensitive 
to them. 


In some cases it is related to 


malfunctioning of the spleen. In 
some the cause cannot be discov- 
eied at all In a more general way, 
it may be related to changes in the 
capillary blood vessels which al- 
low the blood to seep through 
more easily than usual, or to 
changes in the various parts of the 
blood itself. 


WHENEVER IT 
OCCURS a 


number of tests must be taken 
to find out what kind of purpura 
s present, what treatment offers 
lie best chances of improvement, 
and what the outlook is for recov- 
ery. 


If the condibon is the result of 


an infection which is likely to im- 
prove, it may be that little needs 
to be done, if it is the result of 
taking some drug, discontinuing 
the drug may be enough to bring 
recovery. On the other hand, if it 
is the kind of purpura resulting 
from malfunctioning of the spleen, 
serious consideration will have to 
be given to removing that organ. 


IN FACT, IN the splenic kind 


of purpura removing all of the 
spleen may be the answer; it is a 
curious fact that the spleen which 
lies in the abdominal cavity, and 
the functions of which are not yet 
fully understood, can be removed 
not only without harmful effects, 
but also with great benefit in a 
few conditions of which purpura 
is sometimes one. 


Most readers will never have 


occasion to become 
personally 


concerned about purpura. Never- 
theless they should realize that 
the development of these bluish 
spots in the mucous membrane or 
on the skin are signs of something 
which should involve immediate 
and careful investigation.

Postpone 
Big Atom 
Bomb Test 


SURVIVAL CITY, Nev. tf» — The 


Atomic Energy Commission at the 
last moment today postponed the 
big atomic civil defense test be- 
cause of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions. 


The announcement was made to 


hundreds of observers and news- 
men gathered at an observation 
point near this model community, 
braced to receive atomic fury. 


The elaborate test had been 


scheduled for 5:15 a.m. PDT. 


The postponement, disclosed aft- 


er briefing, was the se'cond 24- 
hour delay in the test. It had ori- 
ginally been scheduled for Tues- 
day. 


The AEC will hold weather brief- 


ings later today to determine 
whether the shot can go Thursday. 
Adverse winds which threatened to 
carry radiation fallout to populated 
areas caused today's postpone- 
ment. 


The 500-foot detonation tower had 


been lighted, enabling photogra- 
phers to set up their cameras and 
focus for the blast, when the post- 
ponement was announced.

The slaying began as an attempt

truder and twice was knocked out. 


The 
criminologist said blood 


spatters found in the Sheppard 
bedroom, and the pattern of blows 
on the victim's skull were such as 
to prove a left handed person was 
the slayer. Dr. Sheppard is right 
handed. 


From the spacing and nature 


of the wounds, it was deduced the 
murder weapon was a metal ob- 
ject about 12 inches long, such as 
a flashlight, Dr. Kirk said. 


At the trial, the state presented 


no murder weapon. 


Sheppard was convicted on a 


second-degree murder charge last 
Dec. 21. Under the life prison 
sentenced required by such a ver- 
dict, Sheppard, 31, would be eligi- 
ble for parole in 10 years. 


Camp Ellis 
Land Brings 
$110 an Acre 


LEWISTOWN, 111. (2>T-Sale of the 


land of former Camp Ellis of World 
War II was completed Tuesday. 
Practically all the 17,600 acres of 
the former camp near Lewistown 
will be used for farming. 


The public auction Tuesday dis- 


posed of the last 2,800 acres at 
a total price of $310,735, an aver- 
age of about S110.38 an acre. 


Karl Schewe of Beardstown was 


the biggest buyer in the two auc- 
tions Tuesday and Jan. 25. Tues- 
day he bought 540.74 acres for $67,- 
800. 
Jan. 25, he purchased 
6S4 


acres for $31,100. Schewe told news- 
men he will use the land for in- 
vestment purposes. 


Burketta Brothers of Farmington 


bought four tracts totaling 415 
acres for S80.500. 


Carl Abernathy, who owned a 


farm in the area when the land 
was taken by the government in 
1942, moved his house in sections 
from, the area to a site about 2 
1,>> 


miles away. Recently he bought the 
land back from the government 
and is moving the house back to 
its former location. 


The government disposed of about 


10,000 acres of the land at private 
sales. The remaining 7,600 acres 
were sold at the two auctions. For- 
mer owners had been given first 
chance to repurchase the land at 
an appraised price. In cases where 
this was declined, the land was 
auctioned.

Last Provisions 


The Bricker amendment would 


provide that: 


1. No treaty or other internation- 


al agreement which conflicts with 
the Constitution shall have any 
effect; and 


2. No treaty or executive agree- 


ment shall be effective as U.S. 
internal law except through legis- 
lation which would be valid in the 
absence of a treaty. 


Bricker contends there is a real 


danger that a treaty, or even an 
executive agreement not requiring' 
the approval of the Senate, may be 
used to take away basic constitu- 
tional rights or to encroach upon 
legislative fields which the Con- 
gress reserves to the states. 


President Eisenhower says the 


amendment would hinder his con- 
duct of foreign affairs. 


Already Tied 


Bricker, taxing nots of the argu- 


ment that his proposal would tie 
the President's hands, said they 
already are tied by restraints 
written into the Constitution, and 
he continued: 


"Mv amendment would . . . tie 


the President's hands . . - only to 
the extent that he could not make 
international agreements in con- 
thct with the Constitution nor maise 
one-man law for the people of the 
Ur-ied States by executive agree- 
ment. 


"Why shouldn't the President's 


hands "be tied to that extent?" 
"... My amendment would not 


tie the President's hands in the 
sense that he could not act prompt- 
ly in time of emergency or carry 
out an effective foreign policy."

Stick to Job, 
Grand Juries 
Told by Castle 


SPRINGFIELD, HI. UP)— Atty. 


Gen. Latham Castle today coun- 
seled grand juries to stick to their 
appointed tasks and not to indulge 
in too much "scolding of public 
officials" and "carping criticism." 


Castle wrote the advice in an 


opinion responding to an inquiry 
by State's Atty. Robert C. Nelson 
of Lake County as to what may 
properly be included in the report 
of a grand jury. 


Castle said that inclusion of any- 


thing more than indictments, no 
true bills and reports on jail condi- 
tion and certain types of gambling 
in a county were surplusage. 


If such surplusage included criti- 


cisms of a public official that 
were unsupported by an indict- 
ment, the jury might be subjected 
to libel or contempt of court ac- 
tions, Castle added. 


He said court opinions have held 


that "the historic two-fold function 
of the grand jury to investigate 
and either indict or absolve the 
parties should not degenerate."

Vaccinized Tots 
Get Polio; Order 
Lab Supply Halted 


WASHINGTON (J)—The Public 


Health Service announced today it 
has ordered the temporary with- 
drawal of Salk vaccine manufac- 
tured by the C u t t e r Laborato- 
ries, Berkeley. Calif., because six 
cases of paralytic polio have oc- 
curred among children vaccinated 
with it. 


The announcement said the 


cases were reported from San Die- 
go, Ventura, Napa and Oakland in 
California and one from Chicago. 


Surgeon 
General Leonard A. 


Scheele said he advised the Cutter 
Laboratories just before noon to- 
day to withdraw all lots of vaccine 
manufactured in its laboratories 
from distribution. 


He said Cutter Laboratories im-

Moore says our corn borer prob- 
lem would b« minimized i* every- 
one plowed for oats. That should 
be another talking point for those 
of you who do.' Steve is an ento- 
mologist from the University of 
Illinois and he discussed our 
legumes and corn insects at the 
Soil Conservation Field Day which 
was held last week at the Robert 
Ellis farm. 


About 80 to 85 farmers and voca- 


tional agriculture students listened 
intently as Bob explained his farm- 


ing practice and 
told how there 
had been many 
problems 
con- 


f r o n t i n g him 
when he made 
the decision to 
use soil conser- 
vation practices 
on his f a r m. 
Among the items 
discussed by 


Steve Moore was this all-important 
problem-, the use of soil insecti- 
cides. Steve stated that insecticides 
applied to the soil help protect 
your corn crop and will pay for 
themselves with the returns. Ordi-< 
narily, the returns averaged about 
twice the cost of the insecticides 
with application. According to a 
recent experiment at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, treated soil pro- 
duced an' average of 750 more 
plants to the acre than untreated 
soil. It takes about 350 corn plants 
to pay. for the cost of treatment 
according to Steve. 


• Aldrin and heptachlor are the 
two most popular chemicals for 
treatment. They prevent soil in- 
sects from attacking your corn. 
These insecticide* can be applied 
in mixed fertilizer, in granule 
form, or a* a spray. They may 
be broadcast or applied hi band 
over all in the row. Present prac- 
tice is to apply the insecticides 
just before the corn is planted. 
If they are "applied on the sur

(ace, they must be mixed into 
the soU immediately. A delay of 
four to six hour* will decrease 
the effectivweM. 
Now, getting back to the story 


of soil conservation practices used 
at the Bob Ellis farm. Bob and 
John Conroy, soil conservation 
planner of Ogle County, discussed 
the use of terrace and grass water- 
ways to help hold the soil and 
thereby increase the returns beiag 
made from the farm. 


The afternoon program was held 


at the James Davey farm and be- 
lieve me it rained. flTell, how else 
can you realize the value of good 
soil conservation practice" than be 
standing in the field and notice 
how the terrace causes the water 
"to walk" to the waterways. More 
water is absorbed into the soil this 
way and gullies are'not formed in 
your field. The grass waterways 
carry the water off in a broad 
channel and here again prevent the 
formation of gullies, if they are 
properly maintained.

Dayton, said the school "is sur- 
prised and disappointed at th* 
resolution of reprimand." 


Father Collins said four youths 


were invited to the campus by 
another and later the university 
was informed two of the youth 
were given tryouts. 


However, he said it was proven 


to the NCAA investigating com- 
mittee that neither of the youths 
involved was invited to the campus 
by members of the coaching staff, 
faculty or administration.

Committee approval of his foreign 
trade bill without major changes, 
but it still faces a tough floor 
battle. 


The committee approved the bill 


late Tuesday 13-2. Senators Kerr 
(D-Okla) 
and 
Malone 
(R-Nev) 


were the only dissenters. 


Chairman Byrd (D-Va) hailed 


this virtual unanimity as a sign 
that the bill could be put through 
the Senate without any damaging 
amendments. 


Nevertheless, sponsors of ad- 


ministration-opposed amendments 
rejected in the committee laid 
plans to carry the battle to the 
floor. Debate may begin Monday. 


This was particularly true of 


Senators who seek relief from im- 
port competition for specific com 
modifies. One powerful lineup fa- 
vors a sharp cutback on oil ship* 
ments into this country. 


The Senate committee preserved, 


as the House had done on close 
votes in passing the bill earlier, 
the key powers sought by the Pres- 
ident. These are a three-year ex- 
tension of the 21-year-old recipro- 
cal trade pacts law and new au- 
thority for the President to cut 
tariffs 15 per cent. The law gives 
the' President power to reduce im 
port duties in exchange for similar 
concessions from other nations. 


Eisenhower has several times 


urged passage of his bill withou 
crippling amendments as a major 
boon to the economies of all free 
world countries.

Again, Recovers Quickly 
Dulles Recovers Ball 
After Fumble Near Goal

WASHINGTON W) — The State 


Department tore its pants again— 
this time on one word, "discus- 
sion"— and quickly did an about- 
face. Secretary of State Dulles ap- 
plied the patches, with Red Cnina 
watching. 


The department was just recov- 


ering from two embarrassing situ- 
ations into which it got itself: 
leaking the Yalta papers and fir 
ing Edward Corsi, recently hired 
immigration adviser. 


Suddenly on Saturday the de- 


partment was confronted with one 
of the most sensational develop- 
ments of 1955: Red China offered 
to talk peace. Neither President 
Eisenhower nor Secretary of State 
Dulles was in town 


Hope For Cease-Fire 


Both men had hoped mightily 


for a cease-fire with the Commu- 
nists but Eisenhower was, at his 
farm near Gettysburg, Pa., and 
Dulles was resting at his vacation 
home on an island in Lake On- 
tario. 


Herbert Hoover Jr., acting sec- 


retary of state, talked by phone 
with "Eisenhower for an hour. It 
would seem that on anything as 
important as Red China's proposal, 
the department would take time 
to consider all angles. 


But it promptly issued a state- 


ment. This statement could have 
said the United States, while wel- 
coming p e a c e f u l 
suggestions, 


would like to know a little more 
of what Red China had in mind. 
That would have left the next move 
to Red China. 


The Communists had said they 


wanted to talk of "relaxing ten- 
sion in the Formosa area." That 
could mean talking about a cease- 
fire in the area. It did not neces- 
sarily mean the Reds wanted to 
talk "about getting Formosa. 


Bound By Treaty 
' They claim Formosa 
But the 


United States is bound by treaty 
with Chiang Kai-shek's Nationalist 
government on Formosa to defend 
that island. Instead of waiting to 
find out previsely what the Reds 
had in mind, the department's 
statement said: 


This' country would not take part 


In "any discussion concerning" the 
Formosa area unless the National- 
ists sat in. That seemed to mean 
there could not even be a cease- 
fire talk without Chiang. 


The statement got a bad reac- 


tion among Asians, even those who 
had been most critical of Red 
China. Then early Tuesday Sen. 
George (D-Ga), wtio sometimes 
seems to be trying to give the Ei- 
senhower administration a sense 
of direction in foreign affairs, 
spoke out. 


He said there could be cease- 


fire talks with Red China without 
Nationalist China. 


A few hours after George's views 


were known, Dulles, back from his 
rest, told a news conference there 


could be cease-fire talks without 
th» presence of Chiang. 


He Was Wrong 


But what about that Saturday 


statement of the department which 
said Chiang would have to sit in 
on any "discussion 
concerning" 


me Formosa area? Dulles replied 
that the statement nad said this 
country would not discuss a "dis- 
posal" of the Formosa area. But 
he was wrong. 


Chiang, the American ally, could 


naturally be expected to sit in on 
any discussion concerning the dis- 
posal of Formosa or the Chiang- 
held islands. But the State Depart- 
ment did not say anything about 
"disposal." 


Dulles was asked if he had seen 


the department's Saturday state- 
ment or approved it while he was 
at Lake Ontario. 


"No," said Dulles, "I was away. 


When I get away I am really 
away, up there."

leaks." 


Wilson told a Washington news 
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conference Apnl 12 that he tight- 
ened Defense Department rules on 
giving out military information to 
iseep potential enemies from learn- 
ing too much, but insisted his di- 
rective did not constitute censor- 
ship.

In obvious reference to Truman, 


Slocum said:

NEW YORK tW—The great fact

unity of the two greatest hemis- 
pheric powers has evaporated in 
a tug-of-peace. 


For the brier moment" of that 


handclasp at Torgau there was 
one world, one common victory. 
All the blood and sweat and tears 
it cost were repaid in a splendid 
bright second.

And then everybody on both 


sides went back to being himself 
—and there were two worlds. 
There have been two big worlds 
ever since.

Its Promise 


Looking back across this crowd- 


ed decade, I suppose it is wistful- 
ly foolish to think that one mo- 
ment of unity could last forever. 
But surely all wars that end in a 
handclasp of strange allies must 
carry with it the hope in the tired 
hearts of all, "This is the last one. 
Surelv now there won't be anoth- 
er." " 


I was among a group of war 


correspondents who covered the 
grand lineup meeting of the Amer- 
ican and Russian armies at the 
Elbe. 


It v.T?.s F^tf then, and it is sad 


now to recall, how the purpose 
that had made us one disappeared 
day by day in the harsh discover- 
ies of the differences between us. 


Met Warily 


When we met, we met warily. I 


suppose the average Russian sol- 
dier's first thought on seeing the 
first American soldier was,'"This 
guy looks pretty much like an- 
other German." 


And I do recaell a young Ameri- 


can officer saying after his first 
disbelieving sight .of the Russians 
swarming across the landscape: 


••Is this a riot—or an army?" 
But We shook hands, and broke 


bread and beans, 
drank long 


draughts of whatever spirits our 
hoarded stores or 
the German 


countryside provided, and trusted 
each other enough to hand our 
weapons back and forth.
